Editor’s 
Letter 

Is this report about 
good health or 
about good taste? 

Northampton, we are told by the 
Royal Society for Public Health, has 
the fifth unhealthiest high street in 
the country. 

A new survey has ranked 70 areas of 
the UK for their impact on public 
health. 

Shrewsbury came out top and 
Cambridge was ranked seventh. 
Northampton found itself at the other 
end of the scale, just a few places away 
from Preston which was rated the 
nation’s unhealthiest. 

It’s shocking news but what does it 
mean? 

Are our streets paved with fatty 
acids? (Well, late on a Friday night...) 
Do our major public buildings explode 
and collapse? (Technically yes) Are 
our pedestrianized areas open to traf¬ 
fic? (Only one of them). 

The report has come from the Royal 
Society for Public Health and to com¬ 
pile it they asked 2000 members of the 
public, and health and local govern¬ 
ment experts to score a range of busi-

nesses on how much they encouraged 
healthy choices, mental wellbeing, 
social interaction and healthy living. 

So having a lot of loan shops, book¬ 
makers and fast food outlets pushed 
you down the ranking while having a 
lot of health clubs and independent 
cafes lifted you up. 

The Royal Society for Public Health 
wants to see a five per cent limit on 
‘unhealthy’ businesses in an area. 

And this is where I start to have a 
problem with the survey. 

As wonderful as a cafe is with its 
double chocolate muffins and frap- 
pacrappachinos - is it really any 
healthier than a betting shop? 

They have produced a template for 
middle-classness or ‘niceness’. It may 
be well intentioned but it is a thinly 
veiled assault on businesses and high 
streets that look after working class 
needs and budgets. 

If the report had come from the 
Royal Society for Policing Good Taste 
I doubt it would have been much dif¬ 
ferent.

Tea room closes 


Delapre Abbey’s tea room has 
closed down just days after it 
was given a lifeline.

200 knives 

Over 200 dangerous knives

A man has been sentenced to 
32 months in prison after being 
found guilty of conning former 
Gurkha soldiers in Northants 
out of £38,000. Sandeep 
Gurung, 34, of Farnborough, 
duped retired and ex Gurkha 
soldiers out of money after 
offering to help them into non¬ 
existent jobs, obtain fictitious 
licensees or for fees to claim 
compensation.

know what the BBC will do. The 
show is about three mates having a 
laugh with their cars. 

“There is always two sides to an 
argument and we will not know 
what has really happened until they 
put a lid on it. Top Gear was a show 
people looked forward to. 

“I think with Clarkson gone I think 
May and Hammond will leave and 
the three of them will be snapped up 
by another station.” 

Tom Naylor who is a car fanatic 
and has been in the audience for Top 
Gear said: “I am a fan of Top Gear 
but not of Clarkson. I have been to 
see Top Gear being filmed with 
Clarkson and he was very arrogant.I 
met him and he is not a nice person 
to talk to.”

Town centre ‘one 
of unhealthiest’

Northampton has been 
named as having one of 
the most unhealthy town 
centres in the UK. 

Based on a recent study 
by The Royal Society for 
Public Health (RSPH), 
Northampton came out as 
the fifth most unhealthy 
in the country. 

The league table, which 
ranks 70 of the UK’s major 
towns and cities in order 
of how healthy they are, is 


based on the proportion of 
businesses found in their 
main retail area that either 
support or harm the pub¬ 
lic’s health. 

Factoring in public and 
expert opinion, the society 
has identified bookmak¬ 
ers, payday loan shops, 
fast food outlets and tan¬ 
ning salons as having the 
most negative impact on 
health, and pharmacies, 
leisure centres, and health 
services as having the 
most positive impact. 


Sitting above Northamp¬ 
ton in the top five most 
unhealthy high streets in 
the UK are Preston, 
Middlesbrough, Coventry 
and Blackpool, who all 
take up the top four spots 
respectively. 

Meanwhile, Shrewsbury 
has been named as having 
the healthiest high street, 
along with Ayr at number 
two, followed by Salisbury, 
Perth and Hereford.

A Northampton burger house 
which served this patty to cus¬ 
tomer says it is ‘medium 
cooked’, but the diner who 
received it says it is ‘raw on 
the inside’ - so to settle the 
argument we asked our read¬ 
ers what they think. 

Charn Madden, 18, ordered a 
takeaway online via ‘Just Eat’ 
from De Lush Burger House, 
Gold Street, on Friday night 
after she and her boyfriend, 
Damian Mahoney, 19, decided 
they didn’t want to cook. 

Damian chose the ‘heart 


attack burger’ for £7.90, which 
contains a beef burger, chicken 
fillet, hot dog, three slices of 
bacon and three slices of 
cheese. 

When the food arrived at their 
house in Ecton Brook half an 
hour later, a hungry Damian 
then took a bite into the 
chunky burger. 

But it was then when, to his 
horror, he noticed the burger 
was pink on the inside and 
spat his bite back out. 

“He only took one bite before 
he saw the pink and spat the 


bite out straight away!” Gharn 
said. 

“You can tell by the pictures 
that this was definitely not 
cooked properly. 

“Damian was absolutely dis¬ 
gusted. He has even told me 
that he has been put off burger 
for life and won’t ever be eat¬ 
ing them again!” 

When we contacted the take¬ 
away service’s manager, who 
does not want to be named, he 
denied Charn’s claims and said 
the burger was ‘medium 
cooked’ and 100 per cent beef.

Murder charge 
DC’s black eye

A Northampton police 
detective accused of 
murdering his wife 
appeared in court this 
week - sporting a black 
eye. 

DC Otis Goldsmith, 
who has served with 
Northants Police for 28 
years, appeared at 
Northampton Crown 
Court on Tuesday via a 
video link from Bedford 
prison. 

The 49-year-old, who 
has been awarded a 
Police Long Service and 
Good Conduct Medal by 
the force, was told he is 
charged with killing his 
wife Jill Goldsmith at 
their Wootton Park home 
last Thursday lunchtime. 


A post mortem exami¬ 
nation revealed Mrs 
Goldsmith, also 49, died 
from a head injury. Her 
husband, who was off 
duty at the time, was 
arrested at the scene. 

PC Otis was wearing a 
green T-shirt and 
appeared to have a black 
eye in the video link. 

His barrister Stephen 
Evans asked the senior 
medical officer at Bedford 
prison to examine the 
officer for injuries. 

Judge Rupert Mayo 
said: “I can see he has 
bruising to his face. The 
court will need to know 
how he came by any 
injuries.” He ordered 
that an examination is 
carried out and that pho¬ 
tographs are taken. 

Prosecutor Richard 
Mandel then asked for 


the case to be trans¬ 
ferred to a court outside 
Northants because 
Goldsmith is a serving 
officer in the county and 
is ‘very well known’. 

The judge agreed and 
said the case is likely to 
be heard before a 
High Court Judge in 
Birmingham or 

Nottingham. He ordered 
the prosecution to serve 
a pathologist report on 
the defence by the 9 June 
and said a defence state¬ 
ment should be prepared 
by 7 July. 

A plea and case man¬ 
agement hearing will be 
in the week of July 13. 

DC Goldsmith, who 
had his head in his hands 
at the end of the hearing, 
was remanded in custo¬ 
dy. A bail application will 
be made at a later date.

PCC being probed 
over ‘leak’ claims

The police and crime 
commissioner (PCC) for 
Northamptonshire is being 
accused of leaking confiden¬ 
tial details of a criminal 
case. 

The Independent Police 
Complaints Commission 
(IPCC) is investigating PCC 
Adam Simmonds over an 
alleged offence of miscon¬ 
duct in public office. 

He is accused of an alleged 
breach of the Data Protection 
Act by ‘inappropriately’ dis¬ 
closing ‘sensitive and confi¬ 
dential information’ to third 
parties about an investiga¬ 
tion conducted by Northamp¬ 
tonshire Police in 2013. 

The complaint was made by 


the police panel that moni¬ 
tors Mr Simmonds. 

He is yet to be interviewed 
by the IPCC. 

Mr Simmonds, who repre¬ 
sents the Conservative Party, 
released a statement after the 
investigation announcement 
was released, saying the IPCC 
never told him it was investi¬ 
gating the allegations and 
that he found out through his 
media team. 

He said: “At the time I had 
yet to receive any formal noti¬ 
fication of an investigation, 
any explanation for it or any 
information as to the what or 
why of the investigation or 
indeed the complaint that lay 
behind it. 

“It is extraordinary I should 
learn of an investigation in 
which I am a component, 
through third parties and not 


directly. 

“It seems to be a given these 
days that anyone holding 
public office will have com¬ 
plaints made about them. 
Allegations of wrongdoing 
are expected and accepted. 
But what is often difficult to 
cope with is the way allega¬ 
tions are ‘announced’. 

“In the case of the IPCC they 
style and title their investiga¬ 
tions with powerful sounding 
wrongdoing potential. With 
little sense of proportionality, 
the world can only think the 
worst.” 

Mr Simmonds added that he 
felt he had been unreasona¬ 
bly treated’ by the IPCC. 

He concluded: “I have yet to 
be interviewed or questioned 
by the IPCC so I cannot yet 
fully respond to the specifics 
of their announcement.” 


Nurse filmed himself raping unconscious women 


A nurse has admitted raping 
two women in an A&E depart¬ 
ment, filming the attacks 
while his victims lay uncon¬ 
scious and unaware they had 
been violated. 

Staff nurse Andrew 
Hutchinson, 29, pleaded 
guilty on Monday at Oxford 


Crown Court to the attacks at 
the fohn Radcliffe Hospital, 
where his rape victims were 
aged 18, 22 and 35. 

Hutchinson also admitted 
filming the attacks at the hos¬ 
pital, which is used by many 
people living in South 
Northamptonshire. 


Among his 27 crimes he also 
admitted two offences of sex¬ 
ual assault against women 
aged 24 and 21 in the medical 
tent at the Wilderness 
Festival. He will be sentenced 
on April 27.

Fitting farewell to King Richard III 


With dignity and honour 
they laid King Richard III 
to rest in Leicester 
Cathedral on March 26, 
writes Tony Boullemier. 

The city did the one¬ 
time Duke of Gloucester 
proud and proved 
London doesn’t have a 
monopoly on great state 
occasions. 

Leicester University 
professor Gordon 
Campbell asserted in 
his opening address that 
Richard now has a 
greater following than 
any monarch bar 
Elizabeth II - who was 
disappointingly not in 
attendance. 

She did send a mes¬ 
sage for the order of 
service saying it was an 
event of “great signifi¬ 
cance. But her repre¬ 


sentatives were not the 
Royal Family’s most 
sparkling team. 

It was right for the 
present Duke and 
Duchess of Gloucester 
to be there. But surely 
Sophie, Countess of 
Wessex, should have 
been accompanied by 
husband Prince Edward. 
Or better still, the Duke 
of Edinburgh. 

Never mind. Leicester 
is now in England’s pre¬ 
mier league of tourist 
towns and the Richard 
effect is said to be 
worth £50m to local 
business. It even threat¬ 
ens to wrest the crowds 
away from Stratford, 
birthplace of 
Shakespeare. Ironic, 
considering it was his 
play that gave Richard III 


his controversial and 
very possibly unde¬ 
served reputation. 

Bishop of Leicester 
Tim Stevens told the 
packed cathedral that 
this reputation was now 
contested and “would 
continue to evolve”. And 
that Richard had 
“stepped out of the 
pages of history.” 

And how! One can 
hardly move around the 
area of the face-lifted 
cathedral, for statues 
and banners, plus a 
spanking new visitor 
centre containing the 
king’s carefully pre¬ 
served former grave 
beneath a glass walk¬ 
way.

Move blocks 
statue export

A 4,000-year-old Egyptian statue 
that was controversially sold by 
Northampton Borough Council 
for £15.76m will not be allowed 
to leave the country. 

The statue of the Egyptian offi¬ 
cial, Sekhemka, was sold in July 
2014 to an overseas buyer, but 
culture minister Ed Vaizey has 
put a temporary export ban on 
the statue, meaning it cannot be 
moved abroad. 

Arts Council England (ACE) 
withdrew its accreditation from 
the local authority last year as 
punishment for selling the statue, 
which was sold at Christie’s in 
London to help fund an extension 
to the Northampton Museum 
and Art Gallery. 

The move meant the town’s two 
museums, Northampton 
Museum and Art Gallery and 
Abington Museum, would be 
ineligible for a range of future 
grants and funding for a mini¬ 
mum period of five years, until at 
least August 2019. 

ACE announcd on Monday 
along with the news of the tem¬ 
porary export ban that ‘it’s possi¬ 
ble’ the statue could be resold to 
another buyer if a serious offer is 


made. 

The current owner’s identity 
and location have not been 
released. 

Mr Vaizey decided to bar the 
export following a recommenda¬ 
tion by the Reviewing Committee 
on the Export of Works of Art and 
Objects of Cultural Interest 
(RCEWA), which is administered 
by Arts Council England. 

The RCEWA said the statue was 
of “outstanding aesthetic impor¬ 
tance” and was significant in the 
study of “the development of pri¬ 
vate statuary and funerary reli¬ 
gion in Egypt and the history of 
human self-representation”. 

The Sake Sekhemka Action 
group said: “We are delighted the 
Government has imposed a tem¬ 
porary export ban on the statue. 

“We now hope that Sekhemka, 
an internationally important 
work of Egyptian Art, will find a 
home in a public museum where 
it belongs. 

“If the statue of Sekhemka is to 
be lost to the people of 
Northampton who enjoyed it for 
over 100 year,s we would like to 
see Sekhemka retained in the UK. 

“Northampton Borough Council 
committed an act of great folly 
selling the statue of Sekhmeka.”

New light at end

A rusting 40-year-old 
tunnel that has carried 
thousands of people over to 
a Northampton shopping 
centre has been taken down 
to be given a new lease of 
life. 

The vital pedestrian 
footbridge - which links 
Weston Favell Shopping 
Centre and Standens Barn 
across the Wellingborough 
Road - was carefully 
removed by a large crane on 
March 25 

It was taken down by 
midlands-based Makers 
Construction before being 
transported to Birmingham 
to undergo major 
refurbishment work. 

Once the six-week 
refurbishment work is 
complete in June, the 28 
metre bridge will be put 
back into its original 
position. 

Since its construction in 
1975, the pedestrian 
footbridge has provided 
passage over the busy A4500 
Wellingborough Road dual 
carriageway at Weston 
Favell, giving thousands of 
regular users much needed 
access to a 24-hour Tesco 
superstore and other retail 
outlets. 


However, having served 
for so long and receiving 
minimal maintenance over 
the years, it was recently 
identified in some surveys 
that the bridge was 
structurally deficient. 

Therefore, as part of the 
shopping centre’s £4 million 
facelift, it was decided that 
the bridge would play a 
part in the repairs and 
refurbishment scheme. 

In an operation that lasted 
over three hours from start 
to finish, it took just 30 min¬ 
utes to lift the single-span 
steel structure - weighing 20 
tonnes - on to a specially 
equipped long-load vehicle 


using a 70-tonne crane. 

The footbridge was then 
transported away from site 
by road overnight to Bilston 
in the West Midlands ,where 
it is now undergoing a total 
refurbishment. 

A specialist team of 18 peo¬ 
ple were involved in the 
intricate operation, which 
ran ‘seamlessly’ from start 
to finish. 

Graeme Middleton, the 
Business Development 
Manager at Makers, said: 
“The original plan was 
to refurbish the footbridge 
in-situ, however given a 
series of both practical and 
safety concerns, it had been 
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of Favell tunnel 



decided to remove the 
footbridge in its entirety 
and carry out the 
refurbishments ‘off-site’ 
in a closed workshop 
environment. 

“To have refurbished the 
footbridge in position 
would have meant a full 
scaffold surrounding the 
perimeter of this tube-like 
structure. 

“The impact of which 
would have been vehicle 
height restrictions with 
high-sided vehicles being 
diverted away from the area 
via other routes, potentially 
leading to major disrup¬ 
tion.”

Nissan Pulsar 

Take a look inside 


Nissan re-enters the family 
hatchback sector with the Pulsar, 
a somewhat conservative alter¬ 
native to its extrovert crossovers 
like the Juke. The engine range is 
limited at present but looks set 
to expand with sportier models 
coming on stream. It’s early days 
yet but the omens appear very 
promising. 

The Pulsar has been fitted with 
an all-turbocharged range of 
engines, as is the current vogue, 
largely carried over from the 
Qashqai range. Petrol buyers 
don’t get a lot of choice as its 
stands with just a downsized 
I 15PS 1.2-litre DIG-T engine 
available, although dealers will 
take orders for the 190PS 1.6-li- 
tre DIG-T that’s proven popular 
in the Juke. Choose diesel, as 
most UK buyers in this class do, 
and you get to select between a 
I I OPS 1.6-litre diesel and, well, 
that’s it. At least Nissan can’t 
stand accused of overcompli¬ 
cating the process of choosing 
engines. 

Nissan hasn’t done anything too 
radical to the styling of the Pulsar. 
It’s almost as if they want to re¬ 
enter the market quietly, appeal¬ 
ing to more conservative buyers 
who couldn’t picture themselves 
behind the wheel of a Juke or 


a Qashqai. The Barcelona-built 
Pulsar features instantly recognis¬ 
able Nissan hallmarks like the 
V-motion grille and boomerang¬ 
shaped lighting signature with 
bold and energetic curves on 
the body side. It features some 
bold surfacing on the flanks 
although there are aspects of the 
rear end that are quite Corolla. 
The Pulsar’s been especially 
engineered for the European 
market, being designed at Nis¬ 
san’s studio in London, with key 
engineering development carried 
out at Nissan’s technical facility in 
Cranfield, Bedfordshire. 

The Nissan Pulsar is, on the 
face of it, a deeply conservative 
and, some might say, rather staid 
entrant into the family hatch 
market. What chance does this 
car stand against the dynamic ex¬ 
cellence of the Ford Focus or the 
design flair of the Peugeot 308? 
Quite a bit actually. The very fact 
that this car has been designed 
in this way speaks of a latent 
demand for a car that’s the very 
antithesis of an extrovert Nissan 
Juke. There’s still a market for 
something that represents good 
value, is incredibly reliable, cheap 
to run, is well-featured and 
which doesn’t draw undue atten¬ 
tion to itself.

Jim Mallinder is adamant Nathan 
Hughes got his just desserts after 
the Wasps number eight was sent 
off following a nasty collision with 
George North which has ruled the 
Northampton wing out of 
Saturday's crunch European 
clash with Clermont Auvergne. 

With Saints trailing 17-5 in 
Friday’s Premiership game, North 
was crossing for his second try 
when the covering Hughes kneed 
the Welshman in the head, 
appearing to knock him out cold. 

After consultation with the TMO, 
referee Craig Maxwell-Keys gave 
the 23-year-old a straight red card, 
reducing the visitors to 14 men for 
the remainder of the game. 

That led to five further tries for 
the Saints as they went on to win 
52-30, and although many Wasps 
voices have leapt to Hughes’ 
defence, Mallinder believes the 
right call was made. 

Hughes has since been banned 
from rugby for three weeks after a 
disciplinary panel ruled that he 
was guilty of recklessness, 
although they did not find that 
there was any intention to collide 
with North or cause injury. 

“We’d scored the try and then it 
just seems to happen after that,” 
said Saints director of rugby 
Mallinder. “But I think it probably 
was a red card.” 

After a worrying period on the 
grass 22-year-old North later woke 
up in the changing rooms and saw 
a specialist this week.

However, after already being the 
subject of a double concussion 
scare this year when playing 
against England in the Six 
Nations, he won’t be risked in the 
European Rugby Champions Cup 
quarter final at Clermont.

Chris Wilder knows the Cobblers' 
promotion hopes could hinge on the 
crucial Easter double header as he 
aims to steer his side towards a 
League Two play-off spot. 

Northampton visit AFC Wimbledon 
for a Good Friday fixture tomorrow 
before hosting Cambridge United on 
Easter Monday and Town boss Wilder 
is aware that the league table could 
look very different after the quickfire 
pair of matches. 

His side are currently four points 
adrift of the last play-off spot, cur¬ 
rently occupied by seventh placed 
Plymouth Argyle. 

“We’ve put a lot of pressure on 
teams above us to get results because 
we are getting results,” said Wilder, 
whose men beat Luton Town 2-1 at 
Sixfields on Saturday. 


“I’ve seen it’s ten wins out of 15 so 
it’s been a fantastic set of results and 
we’re looking to continue that. 

“Of course the numbers show that 
we’re the outsiders to get into the 
play-offs but on current form we’re 
not. We need to make sure we keep 
our current form and put a lot of 
pressure on. 

“With two games over the weekend 
that [gap to seventh place] can easily 
be erased and that’s what we’ll be 
looking to do over this tough bank 
holiday weekend. 

“We’ve got two tough tests - 
Wimbledon have a fantastic home 
record this season. Their league 
position is based on their home form 
so to go there and get a result we’re 
going to have to play well. 

“After Friday we play Cambridge 
which is a localish derby and hope¬ 
fully another full house against a 
team that will be looking to preserve 
their Football League status. 

“I should imagine their manager is 


telling them they need a couple of 
wins.” 

AFC Wimbledon are currently 12th 
and seven points adrift of the play¬ 
offs but Wilder said Neal Ardley’s 
side will still be clinging onto top 
seven aspirations of their own. The 
Wombles are also unbeaten in their 
last six home games. 

“Definitely they can [reach the 
play-offs],” Wilder said. “We’ve seen 
teams in this league win four, five or 
six games in a row. They’ve got a fan¬ 
tastic home record so that’s a tough 
game for us, it really is. 

“I’ve always enjoyed going there, 
it’s a good place to play football and 
they’re a passionate group. We’ve 
had some tough battles with them 
and we’re not expecting anything 
different. 

“They’ll love to finish their season 
as high up as possible and who knows 
what can happen? But let’s take care 
of ourselves and make sure we get 
the wins we want for the players and 



supporters, there’s no easing off from 
anybody.” 

The Dons have lost leading scorer 
Matt Tubbs, who joined Portsmouth 
in January, but Wilder is still wary of 
the threat they will pose with ex- 
Cobbler Adebayo Akinfenwa leading 
the line. However, the boss was keen 
not to use the name of the player 
known as ‘The Beast’ - due to his 
considerable bulk - to avoid being 
fined by his players. 

“I don’t want to talk too much about 
him but he’ll be desperate to score 


and play better than maybe he did 
down here,” said Wilder. 

“We did exceptionally well to keep 
Tubbs and, I think I get fined by the 
players if I mention his name, their 
number nine or whatever number he 
is, quiet. 

“You looked at it at the start of the 
season and thought those two were 
going to be a handful. Tubbs has 
obviously scored goals at AFC 
Wimbledon and he’s gone and scored 
goals for Portsmouth now so he’ll be 
a miss.”

Tom Reed on the Cobblers’ important 2-1 win 
over Luton Town at Sixfields on Saturday. 

Cobblers recorded a fine 2-1 win over promo¬ 
tion rivals Luton Town to send a message of 
intent to the League Two play-off pack. 
Northampton are peaking at the right time 
and blew away John Still’s Hatters in a strong 
second half showing at Sixfields. 

Chris Wilder was without the services of loa¬ 
nee striker Diego De Girolamo as the Italy U20 
man picked up a thigh injury while with the 
Azzuri, meaning James Gray started up front 
alone in a 4-4-1-1 formation. 

Behind him lurked John-Joe O’Toole while 
Ricky Holmes and Lawson D’Ath worked the 
left and right wings. Jason Taylor and Joel 
Byrom formed the Cobblers’ midfield spine 
with Lee Collins and Ryan Cresswell reinforc¬ 
ing at centre back. 

Luton’s Still, meanwhile, made five changes 
to the side that lost at Wycombe with Mark 
Cullen and Paul Benson forming the Hatters’ 
front two. Ex-Cobbler Luke Guttridge was 
dropped to the bench denying him an early 
chance to build on his winning goal in the 


reverse fixture at Kenilworth Road. 

Yet Luton goals weren’t on the agenda full 
stop in a frenetic first ten minutes in which the 
Cobblers dominated. A funfair whirled away 
on the Sixfields hill and it was Northampton’s 
Holmes having all the fun as he cut back for a 
Byrom shot, saved centrally by Elliot Justham 
after two minutes. 

Luton looked to play on the counter and 
blonde forward Cullen provided the first Hatters 
highlight on 11 minutes when testing Matt 
Duke low to his left on the break. The chance 
brought boss Still to his feet but the Luton gaffer 
(in his Reebok Classic trainers and Fila jacket) 
spent much of the first half looking a dejected 
man locked out of a JJB Sports sale circa 1994. 

Clear-cut chances were at a premium on a 
bobbly pitch but Northampton went into the 
break with momentum. First, Holmes’ 44th 
minute flying back-heel was saved by Justham 
and then a minute later he chipped two oppo¬ 
nents in succession before cutting back to 
Byrom who sent a shot straight at the keeper. 

Yet it was Luton who broke the deadlock a 
minute after the restart when Alex Lawless 
unleashed a right footed 20 yard curler into 
Duke’s top left hand corner. Cobblers were 
caught cold yet the goal warmed up the sizable 
Luton following who had been unimpressed 
with what had come before. 

It was ironic that a guy called Lawless scored 
on a day when Northampton town centre was

swamped with police for the local grudge 
match yet Holmes’ burgeoning football reputa¬ 
tion created more of a stir than Luton’s alleg¬ 
edly troublesome fans. 

Ex-Pompey man Holmes put in a ten-out-of- 
ten showing and was the beneficiary when 
Michael Harriman handled in the box under 
pressure from Gray. Holmes swept the result¬ 
ant penalty to Justham’s right, raising the roof 
of Sixfields’ North Stand. 

Yet it wasn’t just goals that characterised 
Holmes’ performance, it was sheer 


Championship level technique. At one point 
the Northampton winger, playing with a pain¬ 
killing injection, tracked back into defence and 
swept up, before taking on several players and 
switching the ball in a show of audacious skill 
unlikely to be bettered on the day in the 
Football League. 

The Luton players were equally to blame for a 
poor showing, the benched Guttridge denied a 
last hoorah, Benson weak in his shooting and 
poor at ball retention and the team failing to 
connect four and five pass moves together. 

Wilder went for the jugular with the introduc¬ 
tion of Ivan Toney, the tall, athletic 18-year-old 
a scary sight for Luton’s Still who expected a 
bombardment. Yet it was Gray, whose father 
played for Luton, who stole the show on 86 
minutes, pouncing on a Brendan Moloney 
rebound and smashing past the Luton keeper.

Forget Fergie 
time, there was Still time at Sixfields for Luton 
to score but the home side held firm to propel 
themselves into the play-off reckoning.

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Clermont adventure is a 
‘massive’ task for Saints

Jim Mallinder said he doesn’t need 
to get his Saints squad fired up for 
Saturday’s massive European clash 
at Clermont Auvergne - because the 
size of the task does that job for him. 

Northampton’s director of rugby is 
fully aware of the huge challenge 
that faces his men when they travel 
to the French powerhouse but he 
expects his pumped up players to 
rise to the challenge of the 
Champions Cup quarter final. 

Clermont are currently second in 
the French Top 14 table and it has 
been an astonishing seven and a 
half years since they were last beat¬ 
en at their home ground in Europe 
- a pool stage defeat to Sale Sharks 
way back in October 2008. 

Mallinder admitted that the Stade 
Marcel Michelin is one of the most 
intimidating places to play in 
Europe but the head coach has 
noticed a natural rise in intensity 
during training this week and said 
his players can’t wait to perform on 
the big stage. 

“I know the stat that it was 2008 
when Sale went over and beat them 
so it’s going to be a massive chal¬ 
lenge for us,” said Mallinder. 

“But we’ve had a few of these 
challenges over the years. 

“I always know when we’ve got a 


big game because of the players. 

“You can tell in the week you don’t 
need any rousing speeches as you 
see in training the intensity goes up. 

“We’ve got a lot of players now who 
are used to playing in big games so 
we’re looking forward to it. 

“I think the characters and play¬ 
ers who’ve got something about 
them enjoy this sort of test and the 
competitive nature. 

“There are some intimidating 
atmospheres and Clermont is one, 
Toulon now is another and of 
course going over to Munster is 
always a fantastic experience.” 

As with the other top French sides, 
Clermont enjoy vast strength in 
depth with the finances at their dis¬ 
posal and even their bench is set to be 
packed full of international talent. 

However, Saints have beaten both 
Ulster and Leinster on the road in 
the last two seasons and Mallinder 
said his side can take confidence 
from those victories as they aim for 
another big result on their travels. 

“It’s not just taking on a fantastic 
team of mainly international play¬ 
ers, they’ve got a squad full of inter¬ 
national players,” he said. “If they 
lose a couple of players, another 
international steps in. 

“So they’ve got no weakness and 
it’s a massive test in terms of the 
team we’re playing and also in 
terms of the club we’re playing. 

“We know we can beat big teams 
on our day and this is going to be 


one of those. We’ve seen the stats 
and normally in the quarter finals 
one of the four teams wins away 
from home. 

“We know we’ve got a chance that 
we could be the one in that four, 
but we’re going to have to go there 
and give it the best shot we can.” 

Should Saints prevail their semi 
final clash will be at home, against 
either Racing Metro or Premiership 
rivals Saracens. 

Mallinder has been able to gain a 
slight inside track on Clermont this 
week as Saints backs coach Alex 
King spent a year on the coaching 
team at the French side in 2007-8. 

Centre George Pisi also had a 
short spell there in 2011 and their 
specialist knowledge could prove 
to be important. 

“It’s always an advantage,” 
Mallinder said. “Sometimes when 
you play the French sides you’re not 
exactly sure, you can watch videos 
but you don’t have much detail 
about them. 

“Alex King and George Pisi, 
because he’s also played out there 
before he came to us, they’ve both 
got experience. 

“Alex in particular knows about 
the way they do things, and just 
talking to him about what to expect 
and him passing that knowledge to 
the players is important.”
